Neither need I mention other Commonwealths men 
than thoſe of the Regency; for tho ſome men thanghr 
the faulrs of former Reigns might Juftifie rheir ſucceſ- 
ful endeayours to alrer the Governmert then, yer 
rheir own experience of the neceffiry of Ktngly Power, 
and the affeion which they have ever fince thown for 
the Engliſh Monarchy, has clear'd them from that im- 
pntation now ; and all otherg that way inclin'd, are as 
few and as inconfiderable, as the Regulators who wenr 
abonr for hire ro ſerrle Corporations, according ro the 


Power firft given by Surrenderers ; for. either of them
